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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-27 are pending. 

This is in response to applicant's amendment filed on 06/28/07. 

Claim 1 has been amended by inserting the phrase "non-polymerization" into line 2, of 

subsection (c). 

Claims 12-27 stand withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C 112 second paragraph, has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 and 5-11 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kuechler et al., for the reasons set forth in the previous office action 
mailed on 03/05/07. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the

subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 

indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 
Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kuechler et al., (U.S.Patent 2003/0045761). For the reasons set forth in the previous 

office action mailed on 03/05/07. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 06/28/07 have been fully considered but they are not 

persuasive. Applicants argues that Kuechler describes a process where olefin stream 

from an OTO reaction are refined to a point where oxygenates are less than 10 ppm of 

the composition, followed by treatment in an olefin reaction unit where polypropylene 

and polyethylene is eventually formed. Contrary to applicant's assertion, the process 

disclosed by Keuchler et al., is not limited to the formation of polypropylene or 

polyethylene. See page 1 , column 1 paragraph 002, where Kuechler discloses that the

end product of the reaction include products like acrylonitrile and various alcohols. 
Also see page 3, column 1, lines 1-2 for other end products from the process. 
Applicants next argue that the instant process is directed to the production of non- 
polymerization derivative products. The Examiner agrees with applicant's assertion, 
however, as stated previously above, the disclosure of Kuechler is not limited to only 
polymerization products.
